The other railroads, 
while granting passes as heretofore, 
havo sorved notice that it isfrtho 
last time, and that from 
this 
day 
foith, even foi ever, delegates must 
pay tho l educed cash 
"open 
rate' 
mado lor such 
largo assemblages. 
The wonder is that tho Kansas 
railroads havo delayed so long 
in 
making this rulo, Even tho threat 
of bringing 
forward tho "railroad 
question" again as a political issue 
is no longer to bo feaied, for it has 
been 
demonstiated 
that the rail 
roads rue not at tho mercy of tho 
politicians. 
From tho standpoint of tho poli 
ticians, and thoso who think they 
aro politicians, the 
anti-pas- s 
order 
is an aggravated 
form 
of tyranny 
and one that should call for retali 
ation against corporato grcod. 
It 
is a blow aimed at tho inalienable 
rights of statesmen which calls for 
resentment. 
From tho standpoint of tho 
uil-way- s 
tho decision abolishes a form 
of imposition that has 
been 
toler 
ated merely 
thiough 
regard 
for 
custom. Tho time 
was 
when 
the 
railroads were afraid of tho politi- 
cians. 
But since 1890 conventions, 
legislatures, 
administrations 
and 
politicians, gi cat and small, 
havo 
done their level best without injur- 
ing 
the 
railroads 
in 
tho 
least. 
Whether justly or not, the courts 
in every 
instance 
havo 
declared 
void and inopcrativo 
thoso 
laws 
that were passed for 
tho purpose 
of fixing rates, reforming 
service 
or "rogulaling" 
commence 
gener- 
ally. 
Such 
efforts to harm 
tho 
railroads 
havo proved 
abortive, 
not only in Kansas, 
but through- 
out tho nation, 
with 
rare excep- 
tions. 
After such 
an cxpeiicnco 
it is 
littlo wonder that tho 
raihoads 
should cease to. fear tho politicans. 
And why should tho common 
car- 
riers continue to furnish gratuitous 
and unlimited transportation 
to a 
largo number of political 
strikers, 
whose "work" consists altogether 
of whispering 
in botol corridors 
and doing a lot of heavy 
standing 
around at convention 
time? 
Not 
ono delegate in two dozen, not ono 
legislature in ten, not one "leader" 
or "prominent citizen"

is
